"Look up and down Atlantic 
Avenue," said Maurice Jackson, 
president of the 24th Street 
Oceanfront Park Committee 
(OPC) and Bay Colony resident. 
"They are building parking 
garages right up to the sidewalk. 
How do they beautify that? Faint 
trees on them?" 

Jackson and the others on the 
OPC fear that if something is not 
done soon to create some open 
spaces atong the oceanfront, 
Virginia Beach will become like 
other overdeveloped oceanfront 
resort areas along the east coast. 
Only an ice age, he said, will 
change them. 

Despite the seemingly over- 
whelming odds, the OPC con- 
tinues to strive to raise the $2.4

Overhanging sign issue debated at regular Council meeting

By next summer those signs 
and other structures hanging over 
the city's sidewalks and stmts 
should be gone. 

In another of Council's con- 
tinuing efforts to take the honky 
tonk out of the resort city. Coun- 
cil unanimously Monday after^ 
noon passed an ordinance 
requiring the removal of signs, 
awnings, marquees and similar 
structures encroaching into or 
over any public street, sidewalk 
or right-of-way unless permission 
for the encroachment is granted 
by Council. 

A little later, however, at the 
request of Councilman Robert 
Fentress, voted to 10-1 to recon- 
sider a portion of another or- 
dinance approved recently ban- 
ning logos with flashing lights 
and moving parts. The ordinance 
also limited the size of the signs. 

Fentress, who is the Beach 
Borough representative, said that 



the opposition had not shown up 
at the meeting whe&«Ae logo or- 
dinance was considered because 
of a misunderstanding. He said 
the logo portion of the ordinance 
had been deleted by the Plaiming 
Commission leading people to 
believe it would be left out by 
Council. 

Council, however, reinserted 
the section. He suggested that the 
ordinance be considered at the 
same time as the ordinance for 
the B-S Business district is a>n- 
sidered. 

Fentress said he "won't say I 
haven't changed my mind, but I 
have heard a lot." 

Moss voted against the recon- 
sideration. 

Opposition was presented 
Monday when the encroaching 
sign ordinance was considered. 

Chester Rodeo, who owns a 
restaurant on 16th Street off 
Atlantic Avenue, said the or- 
dinance would put him out of 
business because his establish-

ment is on the second floor. 

Counotlwoman BarbaHi 
Henley pointed out that he would 
have the opportunity to apply for 
a permit. 

Director of Inspections Robert 
Loher said that 230 to 300 signs 
or other encroachments on 
Atlantic and Pacific Avenues and 
the side streets would be affected 
by the ordinance. While the or- 
dinance is applicable throughout 
the dty, the resort area has the 
greatest number of encroachmen- 
ts. 

Stephen Fox, of the Fox Group 
which has five stores operated as 
Lazy Shirts and Sun Bum, com- 
plained about the "great deal of 
money" he has invested in signs. 
One sign, he said, cost almost 
$5,000. He said that people with 
only a year or two on a lease 
would be forced to purchase 
new signs. He said more study 
should be given to the ordinance. 

He said the ordinance was not 
fair because the business person 



with ' nQn-e^oaching signs 
i^>01bej^0muXi to keep^ieir 
sigw, even though they may be 
three or four times largers. 

Erwin Hutchins, of the 
American Sign Company, said 
that Council was going about this 
the wrong way. He said that the 
city is changing the rules in the 
middle of the game and that it 
was not fair to the merchants. He 
said the director of inspections 
would be like a police officer sin- 
ce violation would be considered 
a class III misdemeanor carrying 
a $S0O-a-day flne. He said that the 
property owners' businesses 
woiUd have to pay. for the sign 
removal. 

The proposed ordinance called 
for removal within six months. 
Council, however, ext^ded the 
period to 12 months. 

Hutchins said the city should 
not take police action against 
people who have tried to follow 
the rules. "It's a fun district, not 
an historical district," he said. 



The ordinance, he said, is "an in- 
-siilt to the business owner and 
what they're trying to do there. " 

Leigh Forbes, of Forbes Can- 
dy, said no one asked him his 
opinion. He said that Atlantic 
Avenue is in a summer resort 
where people come to see and be 
seen. He said that while improve- 
ments are overdue, the city is 
coming up short by not looking 
at the businesses. 

Joseph Hawa, an Atlantic 
Avenue businessman, said that 
the businessmen should have 
been notified in writing about 
anything this dramatic. — ' 

He said that most of the 
businesses were not aware of 
"what you voted two weeks 
ago." He said that the ordinance 
started as a sipi ordinance, but 
now it includes awnings and 
marquees. "I think awnings are 
attractive." 

He said awnii^s also protect 
the owners' merchandise. He 
charged that Council or someone 



in zoning wants to make Atlantic 
Avenue look like Hilton Head or 
Williamsbufg. ''r don't think 
we'll ever do that. I don't think 
that people exp«;t that. " 

Flo McDaniel, representing the 
Virginia Beach Motel and Hotel 
Association, said the Board voted 
to endorse the ordinance which is 
an "important step." 

Loher said that until four or 
five years the business owno'S 
were not required to get a permit 
from Council for encroaching 
signs. He said that somewhere 
along the line it was perceived 
that businesses did not have to 
apply for permission for en- 
croaching signs. He said that it 
was a carry over from the Old 
Beach. 

He said that no place has been 
studied more than Atlantic 
Avenue, that public meetings 
were held, some with the hotel 
and motel interests, with the 
Resort Area Advisory Commit-

Council wrestles with budget-debates executive 
pay based on merit adds new city positions

City Council expects to adopt 
the 1987-88 Operating Budget at 
the regular meeting next week 
when the appropriation ordinan- 
ce will have its first reading. The 
second and final reading has been 
schedule! for a special session 
May Mat noon. 

By Monday evening, however, 
Council had not completed its 
review of all the budget items. 
Q}uncil starts! out at 9:30 a.m. 
with a budget reconciliation 
workshop, recessed for an 
executive session at 1 p.m. and 
then went into its formal session 
at 2 p.m. They decided to go back 
into executive session and the 
budget workshop after 
the meeting which ended close to 
7 p.m., but set a limit of one hour 
on the meeting. 

At the earlio' session, a con- 
sensus was reached, not always 
unanimous, on several budget 
requests. 

Council d^ded to go along 
with recommendations of 
Cr^ap, McCwoiKk and Paget, 
consultants, to bue the executive 
pay plan on merit. 

Councilman John D. M<»s and 
Councilwoman Reba McClanan, 



however, expressed reservations 
about the program. 

Moss said that the evaluation 
and merit features are acceptable, 
but not the financing part. 

McClanan said that her con- 
cerns were similar to Moss's, 
adopting the program without 
looking at the financial 
ramifications. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker 
said tht she though the cost-of- 
living in the area should be con- 
sider^ in setting salary ranges. 
She said that she could not see 
comparing salaries in Virginia 
with salaries in other areas with a 
higher cost of living. 

The recommendation using 
national salaries to determine 
executive positions was based on 
the rationale that the executives 
come from a national pool. 

Vice Mayor Mcyera Obcmdorf 
differed. She said that Ford 
Motor Company where her 
husband is employed as an 
engineer, does not pay managers 
on the basis of the region in 
whidi they live, but for ther per- 
forman^. 

Under the program, middle 
management as well as top 
management would be pla^d on 
the same merit system. Ap- 



proximately 300 to 400 people 
would be involved. 

Law clerk qaestioB 
left to state 

Council also decided to go 
along with the request of the cir- 
cuit court for a secretary but tur- 
ned down a request for a law 
clerk. The consensus was that the 
cost of a law clerk should be left 
to the state. 

Mayor Robert G. Jones poin- 
ted out that the addition of a law 
derk represented a major change 
in the operation of the courts. 
The Circuit Court has two 
secretaries but no law clerks. In 
fact the only other localities in 
the state that have law clerks are 
Alexandria, three; and Fairfax 
County, four, and Richmond has 
six law clerk positions in its 
pro{x>sed operating budget. 

All of the law clerk and 
secretarial positions are county or 
city funded. 

According to a i^>ort by the 
dty staff, the mponsibility of 
localities in relation to Courts of 
RKOrd (Circuit Court) as op- 
posed to General District Court 
and Juvenile and Domestic 
Relations Court, are not 
esublish^ by the state c<Kle. As 
flie aerk of arcult Court Is i 



constitional (elected) officer he or 
she must seek necessary person- 
nel for his office through the 
State Compensation Board. 

It's better, said Mayor Robert 
G. Jones, for the state to make a 
state-wide determination. 

Honing inspector added 

A housing inspector was added 
to the list of employees. The in- 
spector will work in the target 
areas and his salary will come out 
of the Community Development 
budget.

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It's almost 
berry time! 

As winter loses its grip and 
springtime makes itself known, 
th^ say the thoughts of young 
men turn to love. 

For me, the object of my 
amorous reflections is no less 
than the delicate and delicious 
strawberry. 

Getting up at the crack of 
dawn to search for that little red 
fruit is a labor of love. Getting 
up early for any other task is 
nigh on impossible, but the 
rev(«rds of a trip to a straw- 
berry iMitch far outweighs the 
sacrifice of sleep. 

But this was not always the 
case. 

As a boy, my famUy owned a 
"pick-your-own" strawberry 
fami. Just outside our back 
door we had acres and acres of 
strawberries. 

At the time, all those berries 
weit a blessing and a curse. 

The obvious blessing was the 
unending supply of berries for 
consumplioQ. During those few 
weeks in tlie sfHing when straw- 
berries are in season, we had 
as many strawberries as we 
could eat. In the morning on 
our cereal, as a snack 
throughout the day (there was 
usually a bowl of them in the 
rrfrigerator), in pies, on ice 
cream, or all by themselves, it 
was like strawberry heaven. 

The curse of that situation 
was picking them. Though 
many people came to pick their 
own, we also sold strawberries 
from a roadside stand.

Now I guess I could stand 
Disking strawberries if I knew 
that I had a good chance of 
eating them, but laboring for 
someone else's enjoyment was 
too much. 

The rule was I had to pick 
one quart before I could go and 
play with my friends. One 
quart. I was even paid 2S( for it 
and 25( for any additional 
quarts I picked. 

One quart might not sound 
like too much, but from my 6- 
year-<rid perspective, one quart 
might as well have b«en a quin- 
tillion quarts. 

The odds were all against me. 

First of all, how can you pick 
strawberries with so many bugs 
wanting to get a bite of you? 
The beetles, worms, oickets 
and passhoppers didn't bother 
me, but the p^ky gnats and 
sweat bugs that flew around my 
faice drove me to distraction. 
Ev«y time I found a good sec- 
tion of bories, the bugs would 
be waiting, forcing me to go 
j^ewbere. 

Sometimes, in an attempt to 
swat a bug or two I wouM spill 
Ay baslKt of berries, it's bad 
enough to have to pick them 
once, paiftfiil to have to pick 
them a couple of times. 

Tlien there were the ' 'longing 
netfles." This unassuming plant 
hid itsdf in the berry patch and 
just as I made an honest effort 
to vrark real bard, swishing in 
leaves to uncover the hidden 
treasure, my hand would strike 
the nettle, stinging my hand and 
rendering me incapable of 
picking. 

Already convinced that I 
would die before filling my 
basket, trars would come to my 
cy«. Hoping fw a reprieve 
from my duti« I would usually 
gd some <K>i901ation from my 
mother and sometimes someone 
woidd help me finish, but I still 
had to pick my quart. 

I supp<Ke there were two or 
three quarts of berries within 
rradiing distance wherever I 
was iMcking and if I'd pick 
e^my one I saw I would have

Mayor Jones, ladies and gen- 
tlemen of the Council, and City 
Manager (Thomas) Muehlen- 
beck, I am Rob Jones, president 
of the Virgina Beach Education 
Association and I speak to you 
tonight in support of the 
proposed School Board Budget. 

Months have passed since I last 
addressed you on behalf of the 
2,650 members of the VBEA and 
my schedule as association 
president has allowed me to ob- 
serve the workings of our local 
government, our school board 



and city council, and I must con- 
fess that I am pleased by what I 
have seen. In particular, my staff 
and 1 have closely monitored the 
development of the School Board 
Budget and of the City Budget. 

You have appointed in- 
telligent, dedicated and capable 
people to the School Board. I 
found it of particular inter«t that 
the bud^ processes employed by 
the Council and the Board are 
very similar. Just as you did, the 
School Board went through the 
budget proposed by the ap- 
propriate administrator page by 
page and many times line by line. 
Both Council and the Board 
asked the tough questions of staff 
members representing divisions 
and departments covered in the 
various budget categories. I was 
pleased by the qOality of the 
deliberation and the concern for 
the welfare of our city and our 
schools that was characteristic of 
these meetings. 

The School Board unended 
their proposed budget by ad- 
dition, and I suspect the Council 
will make some additions as well. 
The School Board, for example, 
wisely took a step to prevent the 
loss of human potential that oc- 
curs when youngsters drop out of 



school by adding funds for the 
first phase of a much needed 
dropout prevention program for 
the junior high schools. This is 
right from a human point of view 
and from a fiscal point of view. 
The students who benefit from 
this program will become 
productive citizens rather than 
burdens on society. The School 
Board made other thoughtful ad- 
ditions, based on their knowledge 
and concern for the educational 
future of our city. 

I suspect, from what I have 
heard in the work sessions of 
Council, that you may wish to 
add to the City Budget to increase 
the number of police positions. 
You base that decision on 
knowledge of the city's need for 
gctAitx police protection. In this 
and other budget areas, each of 
you has conveyed knowlnlge and 
concern for the future of our city 
as you have worked through each 
page of this budget. 

Although this School Board 
Budget does not address all of the 
problems faced by our schools, I 
submit to you that it is 
educationally sound, that it is 
based on careful deliberations, 
and that it deserves your full sup- 
port. Even if this budget passes. 



Virginia Beach Schools wiU still 
rank 134 out of the 135 cities, 
counties, and towns in class size. 
Even if this budget passes 
Virginia Beach's teachers will 
owitinuc to fall behind the 
national average in pay. I further 
Hibmit to you that failure to sup- 
port the School Board Budget 
wlU compromise the quality of 
education in our city. 

Some quick-fix solutions to the 
$970,000 budget gap have been 
mtertained by members of coun- 
cil. Careful study of the pay for 
classified employees of both the 
citf and the schools indicates that 
without sweeping changes in per- 
sonnel policies we are close to 
parity in the proposal budgets. 
To cut back on the genial in- 
crease for school classified em- 
ployees will cause disparity not 
accomplish parity. Tlie public 
supports the improved learning 
conditions which will be availed 
as 'we air condition our 
clajssrooms, and certainly our 
chfldren deserve the safest buses 
on the roads. I submit that the 
proposed budget can be funded 
with existing revenues or ad- 
ditional savings from this year's 
budget. If this is not the case. 



perhaps we should not lower the 
tax rate as proposed . 

The School Board Budget 
before you continues the conser- 
vative tradition of our schools. 
We will continue to have the 
lowest cost per pupil of any 
major city or county in Virginia. 
Just last year, Virginia Beach 
saved over $42 million by 
providing public education at 
$712 per pupil below the state 
average. I urge your continued 
support of our schools. 

On another note, at a recent 
meeting of VBEA reps, the 
Virginia Beach Education 
Association made its first award 
for "Academic Freedom and 
Education Excellence" to 
Virginia Beach School Superin- 
tendent. Dr. E. E. Brickell. I 
awarded the gold and blue plaque 
as a symbol of recognition by 
VBEA for the years of leadership 
that Dr. Brickell has exerted 
to make the Virginia Beach 
school system what it is today, 
and what it can be tomorrow. 

There are few, if any, facets of 
the Beach's program that has not 
had the direct or indu-ect toi&h of 
the system's outgoing superin- 
tendent. Virginia Beach has long 
been recognized as a school 



system demanding excellence, 
even before excellence became a 
watchword. Teachers, admin- 
istrators, and other school em- 
ployees make up the total team 
that implemrats program, but 
someone sets the tcme and in- 
fluences the direction that 
program should take. For 18 
years, that someone has bem Dr. 
Brickell. 

VBEA and Dr. Brickell have 
not always been on the same 
wavelength on one issue or 
another, but a working relation- 
ship has dways been maintained. 
As a result, 'communications' 
between members and ad- 
ministration have been con- 
siderably more effective than we 
might have expected in a state 
that prohibits Iw^gaining. 

As I listened to Dr. Brickell 
during his last Convocation, his 
remarks seemed to anbrace the 
goals of our associatira. He 
made me proud that I was part of 
an organization that was fitting 
to improve public «iucation. Dr. 
Brickell certainly has.

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Go to doctor for checkups, not just when something's wrong

Don't ever go to your doctor 
unless you have something wrong 
with you, at least, if you are on 
Medicare. Medicare does not 
ever pay for a routine physical 
examination at your doctor's of- 
fice or in the hospitd or clinic. 
Nor will it pay for any laboratory 
tests or other studies that your 
doctor migitt think you need if 
you go in for a routine physical. 

This makes it important for 
you to consider the problems you 
might have before you go to your 
doctor or even before you call his 
office. Then you can make an 
appointment to have your 
problems evaluated and treated 



rather than make an appointment 
for an annual phydcal. At any 
age you can usually come up with 
several things that need to be 
evaluate. As your doctor checks 
these out be usually will complete 
a physical and do any indicated 
tests. Your visit is then 
legitunately reported to M«Ucare 
as a visit for one or more disease 
treatments and is covered under 
the MedicM Insurance Program. 
Take a look at yourself for any 
(jTOblems that have bothaed you 
in the past two or three years. 
List all of these. Think of any 
changes in your health since your 
last visit to the doctor. Are you 
taking any kind of medicine from 
this doctor or anothe doctor? Are 
you on any over-the-counter 
medicines such as aspirin or 



laxatives? List all of these and the 
reasons for taking them. 

By now, your list is pobably 
suffidoit to make your visit to 
the doctor worthwhile and to 
make it allowable undo* the 
Medioure retmbursemoit rules. 

This quick systems review will 
be hdpful in making your lists 
and idll help your physician to 
look at all of your problems ef- 
ficiently. If you write it down, it 
also will prevent your having to 
call or return about a problem 
you have forgotten.

Although cold hands may be a 
normal effect of winter, it is not 
normal for your haiKls to suffer 
extreme pain. If exposure to cold 
makes your hands unusually 
painful, you may have R^maud's 
phenomenon, says the Arthritis 
Foundation. 

"Raynaud's phenomenon is an 
arthritis-related disorder charac- 
terized by extreme sensitivity to 
the cold," said Dr. Hayes Willis, 
chairman of the Mniical and 
Scientific Committee of the Ar- 
thritis Foundation's Virginia 
Chapter. "It is usually most ob- 
vious in the fingers and hands, 
but sometimes involves the feet, 
ears or nose." 

This disorder results from 
narrowii^ the diameter c|f the 
small bl(X}d vessels. The #aUs of 
blood vessels contain small 
muscles which constantly con- 
strict and relax to control the 
flow of blood throughout the 
body. But, in people with 
Raynaud's, exposure to cold air 
— either form the outdoors or 
from air conditioning — causes 
these muscles to tightoi more 
than normal, closing the blood 
vessels. 

"This process cuts off the 
blood supply, interfering with the 
delivery of nutrients and oxygen 
to the tissues," Dr. Willis said. 

An attack of Raynaud's will 



caiue the fingers to turn vtMte due 
to lack of blood. People usually 
feel numbness, tingling and a 
deep chill. As the hands become 
warmo', circulation returns but 
the fingers become swollen, pur- 
ple in color and very pabful. 
>^other symptom of Raynaud's 
is smaU sores on the fingertips. 

According to Dr. Willis, "re- 
searchers are still looking for the 
causes of Raynaud's 
phenomenon, but they have 
found that it is aggravated by 
several factors. For example, 
emotions play an important role 
in bringing on the symptoms. 
People who are anxious or under 
stress seem to have more attacks. 
Raynaud's can also occur as a 
symptom of vasculitis, which is 
an inflammation of the blood 
vessels." 

Raynaud's phenomenon is also 
an early symptom for several 
other forms of arthritis, par- 
ticularly scleroderma, and some- 
times lupus. However, not all 
people with Raynaud's develop 
these disease. 

A nqv trcA^ment that . has 
shown promise in controlling 
Raynaud's is bio-feedback. A 
person lepiis to control bodily 
functions by responding to in- 
formation , about skin tem- 
perature, which is displayed on a 
digital m^toE. The technique 



may be able to help a person with 
Raynaud's to relax constricted 
bloodvessels. 

If you think you have 
Raynaud's, see a doctor. This is 
particularly important because 
the disorder may be sign of a 
more serious disease. Once a 
diagnosis has been made and 
treatment begun, the Arthritis 
Foundation has these 
suggestions: 

•Avoid chiUs by wearing gloves 
and warm clothing. 

•Try to modify your lifestyle to 
reduce stressful situations. 

•Wear gloves when reaching 
into the rdrigerator or when 
handling ice and otha cold items. 

•Don't smoke. Blood vesseb 



are highly souitive to nicotine. 
Smoking is especially harmful to 
people with Raynaud's 
phenomenon because it reduces 
circulation. 

"Raynaud's phenomenon can 
be uncomfortable, cause i»in 
and last a lifetime," Dr. Willis 
said. "However, its serious effec- 
ts may be reduced if a person 
seeks prmnpt medical care tad 
takes spectel precautions to stay 
warm."

Diet tHeni]^ combining the 
honnone that regulates calcium 
metabolism with vitamin D can 
revow osteoporosis, die disease 
Uiat causes bones to lose density 
and become brittle aad 
breakable. A study of 
Massachusetts Qeno^al Hosintal 
reported in New Sdentist (Vol. 
112, No. 1537; p. 28) shows that 
patients experience a signiflcant 
racteax in bone density when 
given a synthetic human para- 
thyrdd hormone and an active 
form of vitamin D. 

The team of doctors, led by 
Rob«rt Neer, Director of the 
hospital's Mineral Metabolism 
Unit, and David Slovic, Dirertor 
of Endocrinology at Spaulding

During 
adulthood the process is in 
equilitoium. After age 40, bone 
production slows and bones start 
to lose density. The process is 
more severe for women, who 
generally have smalter bones than 
mat and who experience an ac- 
cetoated bone loss because hor- 
mone odtput falls after 
menopause. 

The Massachusetts study com- 
bines the use of parathyroid 
hormone that regulates calcium 
metabolism and vitamin D, an 
essential nutrient that helps the 
body absorb caldum and other 
nutrients. This therapy appears 
to add density to the spongy 
bones of the spinal column 
without loss of density in the 
harder long bones of the skeletal 
structure. Other treatments for 
osteop<Ht)sis have been unable to 
prevent this ^quuent ttansfer of 
bone mass.

She said she often is up late 
because one of her children is sick 
or she needs to get ot» last thing 
done before going to bed. At that 
point she realizes her mother did 
the same thing for her. She said 
many times she stops and calls 
her just to say "thanks." 



As Walters deals with her own 
children, she has tried to use the 
same principles. Communicating 
tp them the importance of mutual 
self-respect is high on her list. 
With that, she said, you can 
"disagree and still love each 
other." 

Curtis said there is no easy 



recipe for raising children in this 
complex world, but she said, "I 
feel that in the raising of our 
children, we have certain values 
that are still important."

Beach Hotel and Motel 
Association and others, represent 
thousands of local people. City 
Council would do well to respond 
to this effort, said Walter. 

With the OPC's attempt to 
stop the building of another hfgh 
rise hotel on the oceanfront, 
Robert H. Vakos, president of 
the Hotel and Motel Assodation 
pointed out the associatioil's 
support of the park committee 
reflects the member's desire to do 
whatever makes the city more at- 
tractive. 

Vakos said most of the hotels 
and motels are owned and 
operated by local residents who 
are "just as interested in the 
beautification of the oceanfront" 
as are other residents.

Now that the hotds and motels 
have bMn built, Vakos said, it 
could be said that these projects 
are too little, too late. "They 
should have started something in 
1960" when the city started 
developing into a resort area, he 
said. 

Mrs. Johnnie MiUer, a Kem- 
psville resident, board member of 
the OPC, and the president of 
Council of Garden Clubs of 
Virginia Beach, said the almost 
continuous wall of hotels and 
motels along the oc^mfront is 
more than an eyesore. 

"Virginia Beach is supposed to 
be a beach," she said, "and there 
is no beach left." 

It is that lack of vision that up- 
sets the OPC. There has been 
"no vision by this city at all," 



said Walter. "There shuld be no 
hotels east of Atlantic Avenue." 
Her hopes are that City Council 
wiU alter zoniag ordinances to 
dk}w the city to regain ocean- 
front land for public use in the 
future. 

While the OPC's efforts con- 
tinue to attract gifts from in- 
dividiuls, Walter said they are 
also investigating the possibility 
of attracting foundations, cor- 
porations and businesses to con- 
tribute toward the cost of 
creating the park. 



"We're going after money," 
said Walter, "and we'll go 
wherever we can find it." 

John Rogers, who owns the lot 
beside the Maritime Museum, 
said he hopes to start building on 
it by Memorial Day. With that 
deadline, the odds seem to be 
against the OPC but they remain 
optimistic. 

"Things can be worked out," 
said Walter. "We're not an- 
ticipating having., to return the 
money we've collected so far."

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Twenty-two-year old Beach resident 
works hard, starts welding business

Welding unites, generally one 
piece of metal with another. But 
in the case of Gary Bradford, a 
tall, rangy student at the 
Frederick Campus of Tidewater 
Community College, the craft 
joined ambition with a healthy 
start toward success. 

At age 22, Bradford operates 
a welding business. 

Two years ago the Virginia 
Beach resident was working, for 
Central Steel in Portsmouth, 
mostly driving a truck making 
deliveries. But that didn't satisfy 
him. He wanted more. He wan- 
ted a college education. 

Central Steel, however, would 
only pay for a welding course. 

"Well, that's it," Bradford 
said to himself. "If welding is 
what is offered, that's where I'll 
start." 

It was a good start. Bradford 
enrolled in welding along with 
other courses at Frederick and 
discovered that he liked it. "I 
found that I was pretty good at 
welding, so I stuck with it." 

Now he operates Contractors 
Welding Service in Virginia 
Beach. 

But there is more to the story. 

Bradford wasn't thinking too 
much about starting his own 
business wUIe he was studying 
welding under the tutelage of 
John Connors and others at 
Frederick. The idea was in the 
back of his mind, but he didn't 
have a welder. 

Then one day he went to a feed 
and seed store in Pungo. 

The young student and his wife 
lived on rental property in Pungo 
at the time. It was a small acreage 
with a couple of horses on it. One 
belonged to Bradford's wife and 
the other to his sister-in-law. 
Bradford had gone to the store to 
buy the horses some feed. 

While he was there his gaze 
wandered over an adjacent field 
where he saw an abandoned 
gasoline welding machine. 
Although it was in need of exten- 
sive repairs, it looked like gold to 
Bradford. 

He had been looking for a 
welding machine for some time, 
and here was one right before his 
eyes. 

But who owned thew machine? 
There was no name on it. How 
could he find the owner? By 
asking questions. He started with 
the feed store owner who gave 
him the name of one possible

owner, who gave him the name of 
another person who gave him the 
name of another — until Anally 
Bradford came upon the title 
holder, a fellow Pungo resident. 

Bradford offered the owner 
$500, even though the machine 
was worth much more, and the 
owner accepted. Bradford didn't 
even have the $1500, but, he said, 
"Pungo people are wonderful. 
They are friendly, they are not 
greedy, they will help you as 
much as they can." 

The owner let Bradford pay a 
few dollars at a time, as much as 
he could afford. "In the mean- 
time," said Bradford, "he let me 
take the machine." 

Bradford, a whiz with his han- 
ds around machinery, started 
working on the welder and had it 
operating within weeks. 

Although Bradford operates 
Contractors Welding Service, the 
name tag on his coveralls says 
"Dover." That's for Dover 
Elevator Co. where Bradford 
works when he is not handling a 
welding contract. Much of Con- 
tractors Welding Service's work 
also is for Dover. 

Lucky as well as talented, 
Bradford once needed tires for 
his truck and his brother wanted 
a utility trailer to hook onto the 
back of his car. 

The brother had some extra 
tires at the time so Bradford of- 
fered to make him a trailer in ex- 
change for the tires. The brother 
agreed. 



Bradford made the trailer, 
painted it and put it in front of 
his house waiting for his brother 
to pick it up. 

It was noticed by a lot of other 
people who wanted utility 
trailers, and they stopped. "Is the 
trailer for sale?" they asked. 

"Nope," said Bradford, "it 
belongs to my brother, but I'll be 
glad to make you one if you'll tell 
me what you want." 

Some wanted trailers with 
special racks, some wanted sides, 
some didn't and some wanted 
trailers that would tilt. Whatever, 
Bradford was able to oblige, and 
the first thing he knew he had r 
nice little side business going 
building small trailers. 

He's a busy young man. In ad- 
dition to building trailers, 
working for Dover, and 
operating a welding business he 
goes to school three nights a 
week, still at Frederick. 

He is a certified structural and 
pipe welder and will finish up at 
Frederick in the fall. Besides con- 
tinning with welding, he is 
studying English, sociology, 
health standards and safety. 

1986 was a key year for him. 
That's when he got married, star- 
ted a business, bought a house 
and became a father. 

What's next? 

"Don't know," said Bradford. 

But you can bet that if another 
opportunity comes within his 
grasp, this young man will reach 
out.

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Council approves 
funding proposal 
for seaside park

City Council has agreed to con- 
tribute $1.8 million towut the 
purchase of a 175-foot wide par- 
cel at 24th Street oH the Ocean- 
front for use as a public park. 

By a vote of 7-4 Council Mon- 
day afternoon decided to take an 
option on the property owned by 
John Rogers who set the sale 
price at $2.4 million. If the 
remaining $600,000 is not raised 
by citizens by Sept. 1, the city's 
commitment to purchase the 
property will be null and void. 

Council had previously turned 
down a request by the 24th Street 
Park Committee to purchase the 
property to block the construc- 
tion of another highrise motel on 
the Oceanfront and to provide a 
park for the public. The group 
has since raised nearly $100,000. 

Councilman Robert Fentress, 
who made the proposal to Coun- 
cil, pointed out that the project 
has the support of a number of 
citizens and civic organizations 
including the Council of Civic 
Organizations, the Garden 
Clubs, The Hotel and Motel 
Association, the Arts and 
Humanities Commission, and the 
Historical Review Board. He said 
negotiations had been underway 
for a month to try to get the city 
to become involved. 

He said that the private sector 
has agreed to do all the ian- 
l dscaping, including brickwork 
for the park.. He admitted that 
the price was large for a small 
park and that during the last five 
years the city purchased five park 
sites, the largest of which (nine 
acres) cost $700,000. 

He said the park would be on 
the city's front doorstep. 

Voting against the option were 
Councilman John D. Moss and 
Albert Balko, and Coan- 
cilwomen Reba McClanan and 
Nancy Parker. 

Moss said that the option is 
one more example of considering 
something out of the normal 
Capital Improvement Plan 
(CIP). He said that the San- 
dbridge property owners were 
told there was no money to 
replenish their beaches. If Coun- 
cil takes the action, he said, the 
people of Sandbridge will be 
asked, "Where's my sand?" 
Others will be asking, he said, 
"Where is the adult care center?" 

"We are sending a signal to 
other groups and can undermine 
a very good budget 
process . . . Where's the money 
coming from which no one has 
mentioned?" 

Moss said he would support a 
referendum. 

Balko said he agreed 100 percet 
with Moss.

The city staff recommended 
that the franchisee negotiate for 
three fireworks displays from the 
pier during the 1987 tourist 
^season. Virginia Beach Borough 
Councilman Robert Fentress said 
he wants more. He said the city 
has three displays now from the 
pier and he wants to increase the 
number of fireworks shows to at 
least two more and additional 
holiday. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker 
said that she wanted more 
fireworks, also, and learned that 
the city is planning fireworks on 
July 4, Labor Day and Memorial 
Day and a fourth during a week- 
day, but from the beach. 

Fentress said he was not 
satisfied with that. He said he 
wanted more shows on the pier. 

Council unanimously ap- 
proved the franchisee agreement

for three years — with more 
fireworks. 

The franchise was first granted 
in 1962 for the construction of 
the pier for 20 years. At the end 
of the 20 years, the franchise was 
renewed for five years. The fran- 
chise would expire on May 14. 

The Resort Advisory Commit- 
tee (RAAC) recommended a one- 
year franchise and the right of the 
city to negotiate for fireworks 
displays from the pier. 

Under the new franchise, the 
fee also will be raised from 
$3,000 to $14,000 a year which is 
consistent with the fee schedule 
used to assess boardwalk cafe 
operations, according to the city 
staff. 

The three fireworks displays 
included in the proposed fran- 
chise were scheduled for June 18, 
a Thursday, July 15, a Wed- 
nesday, and Aug. 12, a Wed- 
nesday. 



Surfers tethered 

Surfers will be required to 
tether their surfboards to their 
ankles to avoid the possibility of 
a runaway surfboard injuring a 
swimmer or another surfer. 

City Council Monday after- 
noon adopted a leash law which 
requires the surfers to use a leash. 
The requirement has been en- 
dorsed by the Virginia Beach 
Chapter of the United States 
Lifesaving Association and the 
Eastern Surfing Association. 

City Manager Thomas H. 
Muehlenbeck pointed out that 
the surfing population has in- 
creased in relative proportion to 
the general population of the city 
but the limited surfing times 
resulted in hazardous "conditions 
in the overcrowded surfing areas. 
Run-away surfboards have 
resulted in damage to personal 
property and serious personal in- 
jury, he said. 

The ordinance is in effect from 
Memorial Day to Labor Day.

The 70-year mandatory 
retirement age for city employees 
has been removed, i^ exception 
was made in the case of law en- 
forcement officers and 
firefighters who will continue to 
(X)me under age of 65 mandatory 
retirement provision. 

City Council Monday after- 
noon unanimously adopted an 
ordinance removing the age 70 
limit and establishing the man- 
datory retirement j^e of 65 for 
the officers and firefighters to 
(inform with 1986 Amendments 
to the Federal Age 
Discrimination in Employment 
Act of 1967 (ADEA) which 
became effective Jan. 1. It is now 
unlawful for the city to fail or 
refuse to hire or to discharge any 
individual because of the in- 
dividual's age.

Local reaction to PTL continues

What will be the ultimate 
result of the recent media 
revelations of the PTL ministry 
and the life and death claims of 
Oral Roberts on local 
congregations? Very little, ac- 
cording to four Virginia Beach 
ministers. 

"People have been interested 
in the PTL situation," said the 
Rev. Dale Hirst, assistant rector 
of the Galilee Episcopal Church 
at 40th and Pacific Avenue, 
"but I haven't seen any fallout 
from it." 

"I think the media- 
evangeUsts would admit the 
recent problems have caused 
mistrust,' said Atlantic Shores 
Baptist Church Pastor George 
Sweet. "That is not going to 
greatly disrupt local 
congr^ations." The strength, 
he said, is local accountability. 

"Every profession has their 



bad apples," said the Rev. 
Bruce Modahl, pastor of the 
Good Shepherd Lutheran 
Church in the city's Hilltop sec- 
tion. "TTie Marines are having 
a bad time right now too. " 

The Rev. WUliam Hawkins, 
associate pastor, of the First 
Presbyterian Church of 
Virginia Beach on 36th and 
Pacific Avenue, said there is 
too much of a 'difference bet- 
ween the television ministries 
and the local church. 

"The local church won't suf- 
fer," he said. "Guilt by 
association will wear off.. The 
church is the only place you can 
celebrate the sacraments-bap- 
tism and the Lord's Supper. 
You can't do it (through the 
medium of) television." 

Where it may affect the local 
church, said Sweet, is in its at- 
tempts at evangelism. Those 
who are not Christian, he said, 
will probably be more skeptical. 



he said. "The focus has primarily 
been in what takes place and 
what happens in Christian 
education and worship." 

Reverend Bruce Modahl; 
pastor at the Good Shepherd 
Lutheran church in the Hilltop 
area of the city, said the baby 
boomers of today have a dif- 
ferent attitude about how to 
choose a church. It is "very much 
a consumer mentality," he said. 

Where previous generations 
exhitibed institutional loyalty 
towards churches and staying in 
one denomination, he said, 
"shopping around" is part of 
this generation. 

"In this community there is a

With Virginia Beach's tran- 
sitory population, most church 
leaders said they try to gear their 
programs to address general 
societial problems.

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Pass me the 
screwdriver 

Knowing I was going on a 
trip 1 recently scheduled time to 
change the oil in my car. If I 
started as soon as I got home 
from work I figured I could 
finish by sunset. 

Things started off well. The 
car was up on the ramps, my 
tools were gathered, and with 
my scrubby clothes on I crawled 
under the car to attack the oil 
pan. Half an hour later I still 
didn't have the dam oil pan 
l^ug out. 

The problem: my trusty 
wrraches were measured in in- 
ches and the plug was in metric. 
I could have screamed. 

The last time 1 needed the oil 
changed in the car I took it to 
one of those one-stop oil- 
change places. They must have 
welded the plug on when they 
finished. 

Finally, by using mostly 
muscle and little grace, I took a 
pair of vice grips and a hammer 
to it. Not a pretty sight. 

Now it was only a matter of 
chan^ng the oil filter, putting 
in the new oil, and clean up for 
dinner. Or so I thought. 

I discoviered that today's 
automobile engineers take pride 
in designing car engines so that 
parts ne^ing periodic attention 
are made the most inaccrasible. 
With air conditioning units, 
electric ignition and computer 
assisted whatcha-ma-doosies, 
it's hard to get at anything 
without taking something else 
out first. 



To get my hands on the 
oil filter, I had to be un- 
derneath the car, laying on 
my side, my right arm 
reaching up through the 
wheel well and around the 
drive shqft.

A friend advised me to show 
no mercy to the oil filter. Since 
the oil filter was to be thrown 
away, just drive a screwdrivo- 
through it and use the handle of 
the screwdriver to get extra 
torque. 

What he didn't tell me was he 
was able to do it without being 
under his car. Once I did get 
under the car in my con- 
trotionist position with my ar- 
ms so intertwined in the engine 
that I couldn't move if I wanted 
to, 1 got the hammer and 
screwdriver in placx. 

Miraculously, I somehow 
drove the screwdriv» in. But 
(mot was not enough. That's 
when I knew 1 was in trouUe. 

The moment I got the 
screwdriver out I reiSaxeA that 
all the old black grimy oil teft in 
the filter would soon obey the 
law of gravity. 1 haven't feh a 
warm ^nsation like that since I 
was a baby. 

The strwtlights were on whai 
I finally finished. What had 
startKl'as an way chore left me 
looking like a real "grease 
monkey." 

You can be sure I didn't turn 
the oil pan plug or the filter m 
as tightly as they were.

If you live in a high 
rise condominium or nursing 
home and you smell smoke, dial 
91 1 and report the emergency and 
then check the door to see if it is 
clear. If the hallway is not ac- 
cessible, go to your window and 
hang a sheet out the window to 
signal firefighters that you need 
help. Stay calm and put towels 
under the door to keep smoke 
from entering. In most high rise 
fires, the fire is put out quickly 
but the smoke takes hours to 
dissipate. Modern condominiums 
are now equipped with sprinkler 
systems that extinguish the fires 
minutes after they begin. 

If you live in a one story home 
and the smoke detector sounds 
while you are sleeping, do not sit 
up but rather roll out of your bed 
and crawl to the door. Feel the 
door with the back of your hand. 
The back of the hand is more sen- 
sitive to^ heat. If it is not warm, 
open the doof ^owly and check 
for smoke. If^is dear, im- 
mediately leave the building. If 
there is too much smoke in the 
hall, close the door and exit

Participating communities 
will be given official recognition.

Visitors ' Center received 700 calls last Saturday

After last year's pr«iiction of a 
banner tourist season didn't pan 
out, officials are a little hesitant 
to forecast what is in store for 
this summer. But if the number 
of calls the Virginia Beach 
Visitors' Information Center 
received last week are any in- 
dication of what is to come, 
business is going to be hot this 
summer for the resort area.

But this year, she said, the 
city is experiencing more 
business on the weekends 
before Memorial Day. 

including four new hotels and 
two undergoing major 
renovation, 650 new rooms win 
be available for visitors to the 
area.

Housing projects jeopardize 
Southeastern Expressway plans

The city is in a dilemma over 
how to plan for the Southeastern 
Expressway before a decision on 
the alignment is made. 

What it has now is a rough idea 
of where the general corridor will 
be and even that may be chani^. 

The state's consultant, C. E. 
Maguire, isn't suiH)Osed to come 
up with a proposal for one-and-a- 
half to two years. In the mean- 
time. City Council is con^rned 
about possible development that 
might crop up along the eventual 
right of way, boosting up land 
acquisition coists. The city is 
responsible for costs of acquiring 
the right of way. 

Council also is concerned 
about possible uses that will not 
conform with the final plan for 
the area. 

City Planning Dir«:tor Robert 
Scott told Council at a workshop 
Monday morning that the city 
may have to make radical 
changes in its own comprehensive 
road plan to dovetail into the Ex- 
pressway. Ferrell Parkway, he 
said, may need radical changes. 

Counciiwoman Reba- Mc- 
Clanan was opposed to delaying 
the city's plans. "We've got some 
roads that really need to move 
ahead," she said. 

Scott told Council that the 
corridor has been shifted farther 
to the south in the past several 
months and environmental issuK 
are certain to come up in a more 
detailed study. 

Two things are nsential for 
Council to do, he said-get more 
specifics on the alignment and 
adopt a policy for safeguarding 
the alignment once it is 
establishnl. 

One problem, said Scott, is 
how the wetlands in the area will 
be bridged. "It will not be done 
chaipiy,"hesaid. 

Mayor Robert G. Jones 
requested City Manager Thomas 
H. Muehlenl^k to bring back 
guidance on which areas are 
likely to need the most protection 
in regard to land acquisition. 
LaMed, the "houpots," they 
are the ai^ most likely to be 
developed before the city has a 
chance to do any master plaming 
or to acquire the right-of-way for 
theriMd.

In any case, Muehloibeck said 
that the city has no funds 
budgeted for land ^quisition but 
that he has been trying to get the 
State to advance funds for land 
acquisition for other roads. He 
said that the door has been 
opened a crack for that and he 
would be happy to push forward 
in relation to the Southeastern 
Expmsway. 

Even after the consultant 
comes back with an alignment, he 
said, public hearings will have to 
be held before the final choice is 
made. 

McClanan said she did not 
. think the city should purchase the 
land without a public hearing or 
until the dty has some kind of 
plan. 

The 22-mile road, would be 
constructed in Virginia Beach 
and Chesapeake, with 13 miles in 
Virginia Beach. Originally nine 
miles were to be in Virginia Beach 
but the change in the corridor 
was made around Oceana. 

The road will connect Route 44 
in Virginia Beach to the Interstate 
network with the road circling 
through Qiesapeake and finally 
into Norfolk. It will provide the 
Beach with its fourth link in the 
region--with Northampton 
Boulevard, the toll road and In- 
dian River Road. 

William Cashman, chief tran- 
sportation plaimer for the dty, 
said tl^ road will link the Beach 
inclucnng the Naval Station 
(Oceana) and Dam Neck areas, 
and the commercial/industrial 
centers in Chesapeake of Green- 
brier and Great Bridge, and with 
1-464 to Berkley, Portsmouth and 
downtown Norfolk. 

He said the highest level of 
ridership will be attains! on the 
road between Princess Anne 
Road and (>nterville Turnpike in 
Ch^apeake where ridership is 
exp«:ted to be in the 70,000's. 

He said travel time will be 
r^uced and that the ne^ for the 
Expressway has b^n established. 

"Need at what cost?" asked 
McClanan. 

Cashman said that no local 
street or combination of local 
streets will atxompUsh the same 
savings in travel time. 

The cost of the project in 
Virginia Beach aloqe was 
originally estimated at Si 20 
million, but McClanan point«l 
out that no analysis has been 
made on the anticipated cost, and

State officials clarify HOV plans; show longterm effects

The empty HOV lanes on the 
Norfolk/Virginia Beach Ex- 
pressway may irritate drivers on 
the other three lanes, but state of- 
fidals remain unperturbed. 

The told City Coundl Monday 
morning that the HOV (High Oc- 
cupancy Vehicle) system doesn't 
seem to be working because it is 
only part, the first part, of a 
system which will not be com- 
pile until 1991. At that time, the 
system will extend from the 
Beach to the Naval Base in Nor- 
folk by way if 1-64. 

Bruce Qarke, assistant to the 
planning engineer for the State 
Transportation Department, said 
that Federal funds for two ad- 
ditional HOV lanes on 1-64, 
which will be constructed were 
contingent on providing HOV 
lanes on Route 44. That's why 
the lana were established there, 
although they have become a 
sour« of contention among toll 
road users crowded on the other 
lanes. That's why Coundlwoman 
Reba McClanan suggestiKl that 
the State officials come to 
Virginia Beach to explain the 
wIm^c system. 

The purp«« of the HOV lanes 
is to provide an incentive for 
multiple passenger vehicles to 
reduce the total number of 
v^icles on the highways. During 
pak hours <mly vehid« with 
three or more passengers are 
pomitted to use the HOV lanes. 
The thmry is that with fewer 
vehicles on the roads, all 



motorists would benefit, even the 
single riders. 

Even before 1991 improvemen- 
ts will be in place which will make 



the HOV lanes more attractive. 

A ramp will be constructed 
which will take HOV users from 
Route 44 to 1-64 without crossing

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Back Bay Refuge closed to protect wildlife 



Refuge Manger Anthony D. 
Leger recently announced that a 
portion of Back Bay National 
Wildlife Refuge (NWR) will 
again be closed from May 2 to 
Oct. 31 to the public for protec- 
tion ofshbftbirds. 



The closure, which is part of an 
effort to provide undisturbed 
feeding and resting habitat for 
many species of shorebirds, in- 
cluding the piping plover, was 
initiated last summer. The in- 
creased protection provided by 
the 1986 closure resulted in 
greater numbers of shorebirds 
using the beach and included 
sightings of black-terns and 
piping plovers. The piping 
plover, a bird which was listed on 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice's Threatened and En- 
dangered Species list in January 
1986, was, and continues to be, 
one of the primary reasons fdNi^ 
restricflng beach access at Back 
Bay NWR. 

The northernmost one mile of 
beach from Little Island City 
Park, to the Refuge's whicular 
access ramp, will be closed to all 
uses. A designated am, on the 
(Keanside of the closed zone, will< 
be left open for through foot 
traffic. This will enable visitors to 
still walk the entire length of the 
beach if they so desire. The 
remaining three miles of beach will 
be open to wildlife-oriented ac- 
tivities such as hiking, nature 



photography, wildlife obser- 
vation, and surf fishing. 

Swimming, sunbathing, sur- 
fing, and other non-wildlife- 
(xioited dctivities will not be 
permitted on the Refuge. In- 
dividuals wishing to engage in 
these types of activities may do so 

at Little Island City Park, ad- 
jacent to the Refuge at its north 

end. Refuge parking will only be 
available for visitors engaged in 
wildlife-oriented activities. 

The Shorebird Trail, which 
terminates within the protected 
area, will be unavailable for 
public use during the closure 
period. However, a new boar- 
dwalk — The Seaside 
Trail — was constructed this 
winter, to provide the public with 
an alternate beach route for pur- 
suing activities such as hiking, 
wildlife observation, and surf 
fishing during the protective 
closure. This trail is adjacent to 
the Visitor Contact Station 
(ViC.S.) and provides easy access 
to the oceanfront. Visitors will 
find this trail especially enjoyable 
since it compeltes a nice one mile 
loop when walked in conjunction 
with the Dune Trail. The Seaside 
Trail is 1000 feet long and offers 
visitors the most direct route to 
the beach. 

According to Leger, "the 
piping plover, as well as other 
shorebirds, are highly susceptible 
to disturbance arising from inten- 



se public use of beaches." The 
population decline of this bird, 
over the past few decades, has 
been directly related to ovO'use of 
plover habitat by individuals 
engaged in non-wildlife-oriented 
activities such as sunbathing, llie 
closure will help provide ad- 
ditional undisturbed habitat for 
the piping plover and other 
shorebird species using the 
Refuge. Refuge visitors will also 
find clear and concise signing and 
free educational materials which 
will help them to understand the 
need for the closure and the

The time has come for 
requiring elementary guidance 
counselors in our schools. The 
state accreditation standards are 
being revised and this is one of 
many topics which will be 
debated at the regional public 
hearing on accreditation standar- 
ds which will be held at Lake 
Taylor High School in Norfolk 
on June 11.' 

I urge public support for the 
proposed elementary guidance 
program at this hearing. 

My fourteen years in the junior 
high classroom have made me in- 
creasingly aware that many of 
our junior high students have 
problems which could have been 
prevented had qualified coun- 
selors been a part of our elemen- 
tary school program.

It is in the elementary grades 
that anti-social attitudes and 
behaviors have their beginnings. 
Well-trained and dedicated 
guidance counselors working in 
elementary schools can improve 
children's self-concept, 
motivation to learn, and 
academic and personal develop- 
ment. 

For the brightest of our studen- 
ts, the elementary counselor 
provides information regarding 
appropriate career aspirations. 
Most importantly, elementary 
counselors increase the parents' 
involvement in their children's 
education. 



Elementary guidance program 
may help detect problems earlier 



The Virginia Beach Schools, as 
is often the case, are in a leader- 
ship position in Virginia as we 
presently have elementary 
guidance programs at Birdn«;k 
and White Oaks elementary 
schools. Mrs. Edna Bates, prin- 
cipal of White Oaks, and 
Mr.Thomas Gregory, principal 
of Birdneck, have indicated per- 
sonal pleasure with the elemen- 
tary guidance programs they 
oversee and support. 

Mr. Gregory asserts that the 
elementary guidance program 
provides "a designated person to 
give *one on one' or 'one on five' 
interaction with students." 
Gregory has found that the 
guidance program increases 
parental involvement as in- 
vitations are extended to parents 
to be an essential part of the 
student's guidance program. 

At Birdneck. the teacher refers 



the child to the counselor who 
helps the student, the teacher, 
and the parent to work together.

Virginia Beach has the largest 
elementary schools in the state, 
and the presence of a counselor in 
these large schools makes them 
more accomodating and less in- 
timidating. 

A guidance counselor in every 
elementary school is what is best 
for the future citizens of our 
commcmwealth and it is time to 
include this requirement in our 
accreditation standards.

idea, Dunn said, was to use a slip 
ramp. That was abondonned for 
a flyover. The ramp is only a 
temporary device until the 
flyover is constructed, he said. 

I^inn said also that in the early 
part of July the state expects all 
14 toll plazas to be in operation 
and the HOV lane will have its 
own toll plaza. 

The system also calls for the 
construction of an automated 
control center for the survdUance 
and control of the entire inter- 
state system in the Tidewater 
area. 

Marviii Gersten, executive vice 
president with URS Company, 
Inc., the firm hired by the state to 
design the building, said that a 
site has been selected at the nor- 
thwest quadrant of 1-64 and In- 
dian River Road in Virgiipf" 
Beach. The building will be one- 
story and in colonial style. 

The 1 1 ,000 square-foot facility 
will contain computerized 
equipment with the ability to 
revoke the directions of the two 
reversible lanes which are con- 
templated for 1-64. the equip- 
moit also will open and close 
sates at entrance and exit points 



with information on traffic con- 
ditions fed by TV monitors. 

The TV cameras will focus on 
entrance points to insure safe 
conditions, Gersten said. 

He said that the system will 
have failsafe backups and time 
will be reduced to get help out to 
danger areas, cutting down on 
the number of secondary acciden- 
ts. 

He said that the preliminary 
design phase will be completed 
toward the end of the summer 
and the contract should be of- 
fered for bids in 1988. 

The system will be similar to 
the one which is operating suc- 
cessfully on Shirley Highway in 
Northern Virginia, according to 
the State officials. 

Councilman Albert W. Balko, 
pointed out that the city "never 
got contributions for the toll road 
from anybody." Tolls pay for the 
road and for the HOV lanes. 

A HOV system has to be 
regional to be successful, Dunn 
said.

From there, regional coor- 
dinators are contacted who pass 
on the necessary information to 
designated Casualty Assistance 
Call Officers (CACO), who have 
the responsibility to notify the 
next of kin. 

Mildred Dalton, casualty 
assistance calls specialist for the 
commander of the Naval Base in 
Norfolk and one of seven 
regional coordinators of the 
CACO program for the Navy, 
said depending on where Uie next 
of kin are located, she does all 
she can to contact them "as soon 
as possible aft^ ooiiflniii|« all 
* theinformatfott." 

Because of the sensitive nature 
of the responsibility "we never 
notify a next of kin by 
telephone," said Dalton, 
"always a uniformed Navy per- 
son makes personal 
notification." 

While a large percratage of the 
casualty information comes to 
her from Washington, D.C., 
Dalton said if an accident oc- 
curred in the Hampton Roads 
area, she is sometimes contacted 
by state or local police or the 
command where the serviceman 
was attached. 

Lloyd said the thinit that most

The Student 
Film Award is the highest honor 
in the country given for a univer- 
sity production. 

The 4,400 members of the 
Academy who can vote on this 
prestigious university award also 
^(^oose the Oscar winners for 
professional movies. The 
Academy membership consists of 
a cross-section of filmmaking 
professionals. 

Antonio Zarro, a Virginia 
Beach resident and CBN Univer- 
sity student, wrote and directed 
"Bird in a Cage." The film won 
the student Middle Atlantic Film 
Award before advancing to 
national competition. 

"Bird in a Cage" is an hour- 
long drama about a city thiet on 
the run whose identity is 
mistaken. Thinking that he is the 
new preacher sent to their rural 
area, a widow and her children 
take "Charlie" in when his Cor- 
vette breaks down near their 
farm. 



Virginia Beach resident Dr. 
Terry Lindvall, film professor at 
CBNU and the movie's executive 
producer, said that "Bird in a 
Cage" was a community effort. 
Over ^ Hampton Roads residen- 
ts were involved as extras in the 
production. 

The film competed against 
works from such prominent 
schools as New York University 
and the University of Southern 
California. "Bird in a Cage" was 
produced during a summer film 
proJKt on a small grant.

often hinders the notification 
process is the failure of sailors 
to keep the names and addresses 
of family members up-to-date in 
their file. Lloyd called this a 
"nothing will happen to me" 
syndrome. 

Though the specific CACO 
training is not all that extensive, 
said l>alton, she looks for a per- 
son who "can handle the 
emotional stress" and be <x)m- 
passionate in the midst of the 
family's grief. 

"Each ship has to have a 
trained CACO offiar," said 
Dalton, and "we've had very 
good CACO officers in this 
area." 

The primary duty of the 
CACO officer, said Dalton, is to 
assist the family until everything 
has been taken care of. "He is ac- 
tually the Navy liaison for the 
Family," she said. The CACO 
officer works with them to make 
sure they apply for everything 
they are entitled to and "tmtil 
they have gotten settlwi in the 
civilian community," she said. 

Lloyd said that whatever the 
CACO officer's usual ship duties 
are, they arc released for howevw 
long the process takes. For that 
reason, he said, CACO officers 
are usually those who are more 
easily relea^ from their duties. 
"They also need someone who 
can do it well because it is a big 
responsibility," he said.

said Lloyd, invariably the CACO 
officer becomes personally in- 
volved. "Each call is different," 
he said, "but I don't think it gets 
any easier." 

After the personal notification 
has been made and the needs of 
the family been ascertained, the 
CACO officer continues to 
provide assistance through all the 
remaining details, said Dalton. 

One of the first things the Navy 
offers survivors is immediate 
financial assistance of up to 
$3,000 to help until other support 
can be found. Other respon- 



sibilities the CACO officer can 
attend to are: contact the Navy 
Relief Society, the American Red 
Cross and other service 
organizations for help; assist in 
the memorial service if requested; 
assist in any transportation 
requirements when requested; 
offer assistance in completion of 
survivor benefits applications; 
monitor shipment of household 
goods when relocation is 
necessary; and maintain contact 
with the casualty coordinator of 
any complaints. 

Overall, said Lloyd, the 
program is handled very well 
locally. But sometimes, he said 
the "central office can expedite 
the processing of claims." 

Another benefit available to 
Navy personnel is the $50,000 life 
insurance plan through the Ser- 
viceman Group Life Insurance 
program. CACO officers make 
sure all is done to see family 
members receive it where applic- 
ble.

Beyond normal requirements 

3 extra phone lines set up after Stark incident

After the USS Stark was at- 
tacked and casualty reports star- 
ted filtering back to the United 
States, officials at the Naval 
Military Personnel Command in 
Washington, D.C. recognized the 
need to do more in contacting the 
families of those on the ship who 
would want to know what had 
happened and if everyone was 
alright. 

"We went beyond our normal 
requirements because of the 
unusual circumstances." said Lt. 
Cmdr. John Lloyd, deputy for 
Public Affairs at the Command. 

While the Navy maintams toll- 
free "800" telephone number 24- 
hours-a-day, 365-days-a-year for 
questions pertaining to military 
assistance, officials knew one line 
would not be enough. 

"Three additional toll-free 
numbers were put into operation 
at the Emergency Reaction Cen- 
ter in Washington, D.C," said 



Lloyd. With so many casuaiities, 
he said the number of calls from 
parents, wives, brothers, sisters 
and friends across the country 
would swamp one line. 

Lloyd also said that because of 
confusion surrounding the event 
and the difficulty in setting up 
communications between those 
on the ship and those back home, 
the Navy authorized "well calls." 

In most circumstances, only 
the spouse and parents of those 
seriously injured or killed are 
contacted directly by the Navy to 
report what happened. In the 
case of the Stark, well calls were 
made to every family to assure 
them of the status of the ship and 
of their son or husband. 

Usually only parents and im- 
mediate family members are 
fiown to special memorial ser- 
vices of the type held in Mayport, 
Fla. Lloyd said in the case of the 
Stark, President Reagan 
authorized the Navy to fly other 
family members to the service 
also.

Wadlife Refuge presents dty with $162,935 check 



Refuge Manager Anthony D. 
Leger recently presented a 
revenue sharing check to Virginia 
Beach for refuge land located 
within the city. Revenue sharing 
payments are annual fees paid by 
the Fish and Wildlife Service to 
local government units in lieu of 
taxes. 

This year's check amounted to 
$162,935, presented to the city of 
Virginia Beach for lands con- 
tained within Back Bay National 
Wildlife Refuge (NWR). The 
Virginia Beach check also in- 
cluded S853 for a portion of 
Mackay Island NWR, which, falls 
within the Virginia Beach dty 
limits. 



The Fish and Wildlife Service 
has made annual i»yments to 
designated municii»lities since 
the establi^ment of Back Bay 
National Wildlife Refuge in 1938. 
Manager Leger said "revenue 
sharing demonstrates one way in 
which the Service attempts to 
partially compensate local gover- 
nments for potential impacts that 
might occur rdue to Service 
ownership of lands. Cities also 
gain through the protection of 
wildlife habitat and increased 
opportunities for wildlife- 
orieqted recreation." 

Revenue sharing funds made 
available to the cities involved 
may be used for any government 



purpose deemed appropriate by 
the local government. Leger 
stressed that Refuge revenue 
sharing is not related to other 
Federal revenue sharing 
measure. 

Fish and Wildlife Service lands 
included under the provision of 
the Refuge Revenue Sharing Act 
include National Wildlife 
Refuges, National Fish Hat- 
cheries, Waterfowl Production 
Areas, and Administrative Sites, 
Laboratories, and Research Cen- 
ters. Public Domain lands under 
primary jurisdiction of the Fish' 
and WilcUife Service are also in- 
cluded.

QiKrtloa 1: One hundred po^- 
^t of tte audieoee had at kasi 
one smoke detector in their 
hooM. As of May 1, thoe has 
been only one flre-related death 
as compared to 1986 where there 
wo^ sn fire-related deaths. Smoke 
detectors can save lives, install 
one in every bedroom. 

QwitioB 2: Su(ty p^cent of 
the returns stated they tested their 
smoke detectors sporadically. 
Smoke detectors must be test»l 
on a monthly basis and a new 
battery installed every year. 

To test a smoke detector, place 
a a>tton baU in an ash tray ud 
light it. Blow it out and allow the 
smoke to drift into the detector. 



When the alarm sounds, fm tke 
smoke and tiie tkam will shut 
off. 

Do this moMMy and vaciiiHn 

the detector monthly to prevMit 
false alarms by dust and spidns 
getting in the sensing cham^. 

Question 3: Wdl over half of 
the questionnaires returned 
stated that they do unplug their 
small appliances when hot in use.
